Washington, January 11.—(United 
News.)—After a bitter debate. the 
house late today passed a reapportion- 
ment bill for reallocating its member- 
ship according to the 1930 census. 

The bill, which results in 17 states 
losing some of their representation 
while 11 states gain in membership, 
passed without a record vote after a 
motion to recount was defeated 226 
to 134, 

Representative Dickinson, republic- 
an, Iowa, opened the fight on the 
measure by offering an amendment 
which virtually substituted another 
bill which stated the present congress 
desired the next congress to reappor- 
tion the house on a basis of 435 mem- 
bers according to the 1930 census. 

Amendment Defeated. 

The amendment was defeated by a 
vote of 144 to 136. Iowa loses two 
members in the house under the re- 
appointment plan and _ Dickinson 
fought vigorously for his amendment. 

Representative Hoch, republican, 
Kansas, was successful in haying an 
amendment adopted which provided 
reapportionment should be made ac- 
cording to the provisions of the consti- 
tution while Representative Cramton, 
republican, Michigan, successfully in- 
serted a line providing no state should 
have less than one member in the 
house.

New York, appealed to the house for 
passage of the bill, declaring Chief 
Justice.

Only one man of the eight soldiers 
from Bolling field, Washington, who 
started on the return flight to their 
base, escaped with his life. He is 
Sergeant Patrick Conroy, of New 
York city, who tonight was uncon- 
scious and in a critical condition in 


a Harrisburg hospital, suffering from 
a fractured skull.

Travels Only Mile. 

The great tri-motored Fokker, of 
the same type as the famous Question 
Mark and the ship used by Commane 
der Richard E. Byrd in his flight to 
the north pole, was a twisted mass 
of wreckage on a vacant lot within 
50 feet of two Royalton houses which 
it narrowly missed in its mad de- 
scent. Because it was so completely 
smashed, Captain F. F. Christine, act- 
ing commander of the local airport, 
said that the cause of the accident 
might never be known. 

The plane had traveled less than a 
mile when the few persons who wit- 
nessed the disaster saw the plane 
glid helplessly over a row of houses, 
crash throngh a tree and drop, a 
shattered mass, into the rainsoaked 
ground.

Washington, January ‘ 11—(#) — 
President-elect Hoover, nearing the 
end of his first week of conferences in 
Washington since eleetion, today heard 
opposition voiced to some of those 
mentioned as likely cabinet selections. 

A group of senate republican in- 
dependents appeared to be behind a 
concerted drive against the reappoint- 
ment of Andrew W. Mellon as secre- 
tary of the treasury and it has beep 
indicated that this selection would 
meet with determined opposition 1n 
the next senate. 

Nye Opposes Mellon. 

Senator Nye, of North Dakota, add- 
ed his voice today to that of Senator 
Brookhart, of Iowa, and it is to be 
expected that Senator Couzens, of 
Michigan, who has been invited to 
see Mr. Hoover tomorrow, will stronz- 
ly oppose appointment of Mr. Mellon. 

The treasury secretary and the 
Michigan senator have engaged from 
time to time in bitter controversies 
over tax matters involving both the ad- 
ministration of the income tax division 
‘the attempt of thé treasury to reas- 
sess a large sum against Senator Couz- 
ens on the sale of his Ford motor 
stock years ago.

145 of 
drugs and 257 of plant insecticides.

George Powell Chasinious 
Board’s Right To Raise 
Funds for Operation. — 


The first step in what is expected 
to be a vigorous campaign to totally 
divorce the Atlanta board of education 


and control of the Atlanta ublic 
school system from city council, was 
taken Friday when George W. Powell, 
president of the board. urged that 
some plan be designed to permit the 
school board to raise its own funds 
for maintenance and operation of the 
system. 

The subject was discussed at a con- 
ference between Mr. Powell and May- 
or I. N. Ragsdale, which also was 
attended by Willis A. Sutton, super- 
intendent of schools, and Raymond 
Ritchie, assistant superintendent of 
schools in charge of business affairs. 


Seek to Raise Revenue. 


Mr. Powell urged that immediate 

steps be taken to make the school 
board a revenue-raising body which 
would not be forced to appeal to city 
council for funds with which to oper- 
ate the system. 
This method, in the opinion of the 
board president, places the school 
system under jurisdiction of city coun- 
cil despite the fact that the board can 
spend the money which council ap- 
propriates for use of the schools with- 
out sanction of that body. 

Mayor Ragsdale and Nir. Powell, 
together with the other officials, were 
in conference over the $3,726,485 bud- 
get which the board has approved for 
schools this year, and which has been 
submitted to the mayor in accordance 
with the city charter for his anveoval. 

Indications are that the budget will 
he vetoed by the mayor because he 
must act on it by Monday night, be- 
fore the finance committee of council 
is given an opportunity to hear from 
school administration officials con- 
cerning it. An effort to forestall the 
veto was seen Friday, when the mav-

and Mr. Ritchie to 
council at its special session this aft- 
ernoon. 

All Items Explained. 

Every item in the list was thor- 
oughly ¢xplained to the mayor at the 
conference. Mayor Ragsdale declared 
there would be little or no additional 
revenue this year and pointed out 
that despite the fact that the needs 
of the school department are impor- 
ant, that all departments will be forced 
to operate on a strictly economical 
basis. 

“If we cannot support a reasonable 
and adequate school system for our 
children, we might just as well close 
the gate of the city,” Mr. Powell 
said in discussing the problem. “We 
are willing to answer questions item 
by item regarding the budget, and if 
it is a reasonable, fair layout, without 
extravagance, a way must be found 
to raise the money to meet it.” 

Mr. Sutton and Mr. Ritchie ex- 
plained the budget in detail to the 
iRayor, calling particular attention to 
the fact that the high schools of At- 
lanta will lose their accredited stand- 
ing if additional .teachers are not em- 
ployed.

3 : Compromise Reached 


Over Georgia Solon’s 


Original Demand for 
$50,000,000 Increase.

Washington, January 11,—Approv- 
fing an amendment offered by Senator 
W. J. Harris, of Georgia, the sen- 
ate appropriations committee today 
recommended an additional fund of 
$25.000.000 for the enforeement of 
national prohibition. ‘The amend- 
ment, representing a compromise over 
the $50,000,000 enforcement = fund 
originally sought by the Georgia sen- 
ator, will be attached to the first cde- 
ficiency bill, already passed by the 
house and now pending in the upper 
chamber. 

Senator Harris stated afterwards 
that the compromise recommendatiou 
would be entirely satisfactory to him, 
adding that he would not ask for a 
greater amount when the bill comes 
up for consideration on the floor. He 
declared also that, in his opinion, 
enough votes would be found to effect 
_ adoption of the item. While it is 
not permissible to reveal the vote in 
committee, he said the amendment 
Was approved by a comfortable. ma- 
jority. 

Already, it develops, the senate ap- 
propriation committee, of which Sen- 
‘ator Harris is a member, has asked 
Dr. James M. Doran, national pro- 
hibition commissioner, to prepare a 
report showing whether or not the 
additional $25,000,000 can be used 
effectively in the federal enforcément 
program for the coming fiscal year. 

Joran Backs Funds. 

Commissioner Doran has approved 
the appropriation and has promised 
ta submit a chart within a few days 
giving a complete picture of new ac- 
tivities of the prohibition* bureau if 
the additional $25,000,000 is forth- 
coming. 

Final adoption of the Harris amend- 
ment will raise the fund which the 
federal government is spending an- 


nually on prohibition enforcement to | 


approximately $59,000,000, The pres- 
ent appropriation for all enforcement 
activities, including coast guard, cus- 
toms and border patrol, and the pro- 
hibition bureau amount to some $34,- 
000,000. Of this sum $13,500,000 is 
spent directly by the prohibition bu- 


eau. 

Thus the federal enforcement fund 
would be doubled practically by the 
Harris amendment, and according to 
the Georgia senator would permit a 

rogram several times more compre- 
los than that employéd at ‘pres* 
ent, Senator Harris pointed out that 
a considerable portion of the present 
prohibition bureau fund is devoted to 
administrative work in Washington. 
This overhead, he stated, will not be 
substantially increased by the new ac- 
tivities, leaving all but a minor part 
of the additional $25,000,000 to be 
devoted to further enforcement ef- 
forts. 

House Attitude in Doubt. 

Just what the attitude of house 
Jeaders will be was not revealed to- 
day. However, it is indicated that the 
measure will have the general support 
of both wets and drys. It was the 
wets who first put forward .the ,pro- 
posal for large increases in the na- 
tional enforcement fund. Every ses- 
sion in recent years has seen the in- 
troduction of some bill oy amendment 
raising the sum to $100,000,000 ‘or 
more. In urging the greater fund 
wet leaders wroceeding on the 
Assumption 000,000 en- 
forcement find would p e 
effective than past program, ar- 
guing that in the end the country 
would see a wholesome revolt against 
such an enormous expenditure of fed- 
eral funds, opening the way for libs 
eral modification of the Volstead act. 

In fact, it was Senator Bruce, of 
Maryland, one of the most 
promising wets of the upper chamber, 
who initiated the movement leading tv 
the recent unexpected adoption of a 
$270,000,000 prohibition enforcement 
fund by the senate. An amendment 
earrying this fund was offered by 
him to the treasury department an- 
nual supply bill and was adopted 
when the senate, waiting for adjourn- 
ment in the closing houts* of an’ att 
ernoon session was taken unawares. 

Later the Bruce proposal 
thrown out in conference between 
the two houses. although a wilt sight 
was made to have it included again 
when the conference bill was reported 
to the senate for final adoption. — 

In view of the threatened treasury 
deticit, against which Director of the 
Budget Lord has warned, it would not 
come as a surprise to'see President 
Coolidge veto the deticiency bill if the 
$25,000,000) amendment . ig retained.

The letter of the parliament today 
suggested that the American congres- 
sional delegation should meet witha 
parliament group in London in the 
early spring, with a return visit to 
Washington in October next. Not 
only the problems of naval parity but 
those involving interpretations of in- 
ternational law marine would be dis- 
cussed, Kenworthy proposed. 

Britten said that it was his inten- 
tion to “talk with members of the 
committee on naval affairs as well ds 
with some of the officers of the Amer- 
ican group of the isterparliamentary 
union before answering Commander 
Kenworthy's letter.” 

The Kenworthy letter praised Brit- 
ten’s suggestion by saying that by 
your courage you have opened up a 
new road to international peace and 
understanding. 

“I am in a position to state,” his 
letter read, “that a very influential 
body of English members of parlia- 
ment of all parties could he got to- 
gether for a free and frank discus-

the part of all the people,” while a 
major aim would be the improvement 
of agriculture and rural life.

Hoover Is Expected To Reform Southern 
Patronage Methods Without a Law. 


Washington, January 11.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The efforts of our Georgia Sen- 
ators, backed by their colleagues from 

a southern states, to 
put an end to the 
office-brokerage bus- 
iness of republican 
patronage © dispens- 
ers, may or may not 
lead to some correc- 
tive legislation by 
congress. 

I say “may not” 
because I have 
learned that many 
congressmen and ad- 
ministration of fi- 
cials have doubts 
that the practices 
which ought to be 
prohibited and pen- 
alized can be so de- 
fined in law as to properly segregate 
them from other practices which are 
voluntary and inoffensive. 

For instance, it is argued that po- 
litical organizations are rightful par- 
ty institutions, and that their opera- 
tions. must be supported by voluntary 
contributions from partisans, either 
official or lay, and that there is no 
just warrant for penalizing those who 
give and those who receive. 

Any enforceable law to prohibit 
such contribytions to national, state, 
or local pare committees would make 
party organizations virtually imposst- 
ble The problem is to find an ef- 
fectual way to relieve office-seekers 
and office-holders. from compulsory 
contributions to party patronage dic- 


tators.

The Golden-Egg Goose Is Safe. 
It is a fairly safe bet that a congress 


not lay the ax upon the neck of the 
goose that lays the golden eggs of their 
eampaign resources. They say any 
grateful office-holder has an inalien- 
able right to give his money to a cam- 
paign interest if he wishes to and con- 
gress has no constitutional right to 
tell him that he shall not do it. 

And it is most unlikely that a dem- 
ocratic congress would undertake to 
go that far. 

The evil of the system, as developed

The Southern Cabinet Member. 


The impression prevails here that 
t -re will be at least one southerner 
in the Hoover cabinet. Whether he 
has definitely said so cannot be veri- 
fied, but republican cabinet prognos- 
ticators all say so. 

While he is here listening to sug- 
gestions from party people he is being 
strongly importuned by southern re- 
publican leaders to name their pre- 
ferred candidate. 

The Kentuckians and some others 
are insistent that Mrs, Alvin T. Hert, 
vice chairman of the national com- 
mittee. shall be given a cabinet of- 
fice; but, as previously reported in 
this column, there are reliable indi- 
cations that Hoover will not eall a 
woman to sit at the cabinet table 
H. does not deny the general right of 
women to participate in the adminis- 
tration of government, but he holds to 
the idea that the time is not yet to 
put one at the head of a great federal 
department. No one has suggested 
that he should name a woman to 
an ambassador to a foreign court, yet 
a cabinet chief is a far more impor- 
tant official than any ordinary am- 
bassador. 

IT think it is entirely improbable that 
Mrs. Hert or any other woman will sit 
at the meeting of the Hoover ‘coun- 


cil of ten. 


Lots of Material in Reach. 


When Hoover looks down into the 
south he will find lots of good material 
for the making of a cabinet minister. 

Right close by in Virginia he has 
already had Bascom Slemp and Colo- 
nel Henry W. Anderson pointed out 
to him. The selection of either of 
them for a cabinet job -would be 
highly pleasing to the republicans of 
the Old Dominion. 

Then in North Carolina he is not 
allowed to overlook David H. Blair 
‘ang Stuart Cramer. Both are emi- 
nently able and popular men and 
either would add ability and prestige 
to his cabinet, 

Down in Tennessee they are send- 
in. up to Hoover the names of ex- 
Senator Newell Sanders, Claudius 
Huston and’ Paul Kreusi—all of Chat- 
tanooga, where republican pow-wow 
doctors do most abound. 

Mississippi, in spite of her bumper 
Al Smith majority, is ambitious to 
have either Charles Gordon or ex- 
Governor Sheldon selected for a cab- 
inet billet.

Allahabad, India, January 11.— 
(United News.)—King Amanullah, of 
Afghanistan, relinquished today his 
attempt to create a modern and 
“westernized” nation from the fierce 
tribes which make up his nation, ac- 
cording to advices received here from 
Kabul. 

The king, whose efforts to intro- 
duce extensive European dress and 
custom reforms into Afghanistan met 
with a fundamentalist insurrection, 
ordered a royal proclamation publish- 
ed in all newspapers of Afghanistan 
cancelling his reform laws. 


Afghanistan went back to the life 


of centuries ago with the publication 
of the proclamation, so far as the 
government is concerned. The girls 
and women who had followed Queen 
Souriya in throwing away their veils 
may now hide their faces again when 
they appear in public. 


BRITISH HOPE MOVE 
WILL QUELL UPRISING. 


London, January 11.—(4)—British 
official quarters expressed the hope 
tonight that the reported accession by 
Amanullah Khan, king of Afghanis- 
tan, to tribal leaders’ insistence that 
his westernization program be discon- 
tinued, would completely nacify that 
troubled country. 

While lacking official- confirmation 
of King Manullah’'s action, news of 
which reached there in a new Delhi 
dispatch which- said the rescinding 
order had been published in an Afg- 
hanistan newspaper, there was no dis- 
position to believe the reports inac- 
curate. 

Withal, however, a frank note of 
surprise was expressed, inasmuch as 
there had been little information 
hitherto of substantial success by the 
Afghan rebels and it had been sup- 
posed the movement was simmering 
out. The new Delhi dispatch said 
that Amanullah would form a coun- 
ceil of 50 notables to review the en- 
tire situation, and review decisions 
of the newly constituted assembly and 
council of provincial representatives. 

In addition Afghan girls who have 
been sent to Turkey to be educated 
will be recalled and the system of 
secluding women is to be restored. 
Conscription is abandoned and wom- 
en's organizations are suspended, Eu- 
ropean dress is discarded and soldiers 
are permitted to become followers of 
holy men or “pirs.”’

Berlin, January 11.—(United News) 
Professor Albert Einstein, whose rela- 
tivity theory startled the scientific 
world 15 years ago, has emerged from 
his workshop again with a five-page 
another sensation in the field of 

It is an amplification of his discov- 
eries and a refutation of his adver- 
saries’ attempts to contest his relativ- 
ity theory from a philosophical stand- 
point. Typical of the famous German- 
Swiss physicist, the document is but 
two pages longer than his original 
work of 1912. 

“A few days ago I presented to the 
Prussian Academy of Sciences. my 
latest_ work,” Professor Einstein told 
the United News correspondent at bis 
home here this afternoon. “The sub- 
ject of the work is a new and more 
perfect formulation of the general 
theory of relativity. 

“The purpose of this work is to 
unite the common viewpoint on the 
ism.” 

Language Understandable. * 

Although the physicist's theories 
are couched in the most _ technical 
language, his work always has pene- 
trated to the very masses where his 
mysterious personality had made the 


name Einstein synonymous with out- 
standing scientific discoveries in the 
field of gravitation. . 

The storm of controversy which 
broke around his earlier theories was 
followed closely in every countrf, al- 
though its technical nature made it 
difficult to explain in other than 
scientific terms. 

The new document which will be re- 
leased shortly, it is understood, will 
be of the same nature—probably clear 
only to a handful of scientific men 
throughout the world. 

Is Reply to Critics. 

It is interpreted,. however, as his 
reply to contestants of his theory of 
relativity, and will be based entirely 
on mathematics and physics, complete- 
ly ignoring philosophy. In this way, 
it is believed, Kinstein intends to re- 
inforce his former theory. : 

His work in the field of science be- 
gan at the turn of the century, and 
by 1909 he had attained a prominent 
place in Berlin. His theory of relativ- 
ity was generally accepted in Ger- 
many by 1912, and in 1915 he en- 
larged on it and made it of world- 
wide importance. 

Berlin newspapers today expressed 
confidence that the new work would 
be of great international importance 
to science.

One half of the match is safe, Ca-

gia youngster. Tonight Carey lead- 
ed for Boston to talk definite terms 
with Sharkey and the latter's man- 
ager, Johnny Buckley. Upon the out- 
come of this confab depends the fate 
of the match. 

O’Kay With Stribling. 

With no legal contract left over by 
Rickard as a basis for negotiations, 
Carey undertook to straighten out the 
tangle over formal terms and finan- 
cial agreements. So far as Stribling 
is concerned, any arrangement the 
Garden officials make is satisfactory, 
Carey said, emphasizing that the 
Georgian desired first of all to go 
through with the match, even at some 
sacrifice. Sharkey, who was under- 
stood to have been guaranteed $100,- 
000 by Rickard, may be more diffi- 
cult to swing into line. 

Jack Dempsey probably will handle 
the actual reins of promotion, if 
Carey succeeds in completing the busi- 
ness arrangements. The former cham- 
pion had a long talk today with the 
man who now seems to have taken 
over complete command of the garden 
destinies, at the end of which Carey, 
impressed by Dempsey’s business sa- 
gacity, declared the latter would be a 
good man to put in charge at Miami 
Beach. 

Dempsey promised to help in any 
way desired but gave no further in- 
dication of his own fighting plans. 
The fact that Dempsey is financially 
interested in the Miami Beach Kennel 
club, where the arena for the match 
was to be erected, is a factor in the 
situation. Control of this site passed 
from Rickard’s hands at his death and 
is one of the difficulties involved in 
going ahead with the bout.

The surest thing in 
that day’s ball game was that Steve 
would greet the runner a few feet in 
front of the rubber with his (Steve's) 
knees, backed by 165 and later 185 
pounds of good solid meat—and the 
ball, provided somebody got it to Steve 
in time. He will go down in history 
without a doubt as the greatest block- 
er the game has ever known. 

This wasn’t his only asset, how- 
ever. A keen baseball brain (which 
absorbed much in the listening bees), 
a good arm, and the ability to hit in 
the pinches, added to O'Neills’ worth 
as a player. 

O'Neill spent 13 years with the 
Cleveland club. a vear with Boston, 
a brief spell with the New York Yan- 
kees, and a year or so with the St. 
Louis Browns. In all that time he 
reached the .300 hitter class some 
thing like. three campaigns. He had, 
however, that happy faculty of driving 
out a clean-cut single or double when 
the game was tight and a base hit 
meant a turn in the tide of battle.

Professor 
Gentry was base! on the fact that 
he had permitted “an outline of his- 
tory” to be placed in the school li- 
brary. 

When the board of education open- 
ed its hearing there were forty or 
fifty pupils of Professor Gentry pres- 
ent as witnesses for him. About sixty 
other »ersons were also in the court 
room where the hedring was con- 
ducted. 

The board had tw» other charges 
against Professor Gentry. One of 
these was assault and battery, and 
the other improper suspension of a 
bor student.in the professor’s class. 
This case was immediately dismissed 
after Professu: Gentry had made a 
statement. 

After the hearing Professor Gentry 
said that he “wanted the world to 
know” that he does not believe in the 
theory of evolution as relating to the 
creation of mankind, that he believes 
that the only true story of man’s cre- 
ation is found in the Holy Bible. 

H. §S.: Parnell, attorney for Dixon, 
the accuser of Professor Gentry, said 
that no decision had been made on 
swearing out a state warrant against 
Professor Gentry. 


SPECIAL JURY ASSAILS 


MISSISSIPPI LYNCHING 


Hattiesburg, Miss., January 11.— 
(P)—The lynching of a negro was de- 
nounced as ‘‘a blot upon the fair 
name of Forrest county,” in a special 
grand jury report here yesterday but 
no indictments were returned, 

The special session of the county 
grand jury which met for four days 
upon call of Judge Robert 8S. Hall to 
investigate the lynching of Emanuel] 
(Son) McCallum, negro mechanic 
helper, adjourned and asked for ad- 
ditional witnesses. 

MeCallum’s body was found hang- 
ing from a pine tree south of Hat- 
tiesburg on the morning of December 
27, several months after he was al- 
leged to have struck a white man with 
a wrench. 

The report of the jury requested 
that the investigation be resugned 
“when other witnesses not now aVail- 
able are within reach of legal process 
and recommended that the next grand 
jury continue the effort to identify 
the killers.” 

During their examination of 42 
witnesses the jury report said it had 
been established that McCallum was 
not the negro who hit the white man 
on the head. Their belief was that 
another negro, yet unidentified, struck 
the man in a fight and fled to parts 
unknown shortly after McCallum was 
irnched.

ELECTRIC INTERESTS 


Utility Probers Hear Body 
Received $80,000 in Four 
Years. 


Washington, January 11.—(®)— 
Testimony that the. National Electric 
Light association had contributed 
$80,000 between 1924 and 1928 to 
the General Federation of Women’s 
clubs, while Mrs. John D. Sherman, of 
‘Estes Park, Colo., was the federa- 
tion’s president, and that: it also had 


paid $600 each for 24 magazine ar- 
ticles written by Mrs. Sherman, was 
presented today to the federal trade 
commission. 

A voluntary witness before today’s 
session of the commission’s public 
power utilities investigation, Mrs. 
Sherman, however, declared that she 
had been paid for the articles dealing 
with the federation’s “better equipped 
homes campaign” by the Lord, Thom- 
as and Logan agency which had plac- 
ed the articles with magazines for 
publication. 

Received $80,000. 

Under questioning by Robert E. 
Healy, chief counsel for the commis- 
sion, Mrs. Sherman said that during 
her four years of the federation presi- 
dency the $80,000 contributed ~ from 
the light association, together with 
$3,000 from the American Gas asso- 
ciation, had been received by her or- 
ganization. , 

George F. Oxley, director of pub- 
lic relations for the light association, 
who followed her on the stand, testi- 
fied that the association had paid the 
Lord, Thomas and Logan agency $600 
for each article which, he said, were 
written while his organization was 
conducting a nation-wide advertising 
campaign. A total of $116 was re- 
ceived from magazines with which the 
articles were placed for publication, 
he added. 

The association did not furnish any 
of the material for the articles, Ox- 
ley declared, nor was any money paid 
to the magazines to have them print- 
el. He thought only 12 or 13 of 
the 24 articles had been published. 


Reads Statement. : 


Mrs. Sherman read a _ prepared 
statement calling attention to pre- 
vious testimony by other witnesses 


“The subject was discussed in the 
fall of 1926 with the managing direc- 
before the commission which she said

written articles for the National Elec- 
tric Light association.” She declared 
she had “never written articles for the 
light association and never been on 
the association’s payroll.”

BY COLLEGES IS URGED 


Chattanooga, Tenn., January 11.<— 
(P)—College administrators meeting 
here in the Association of American 
Colleges tonight were asked to take 
over complete control of college ath- 
letics, and the association was asked 


|} to enforce “maintenance of a whole- 


sale athletic life and practice,” as a 
condition of membership in the asso- 
ciation, 


The move came in the report of the 
association’s commission on college 
athletics, headed by Professor Bert 
E. _ Young, of Indiana _ university, 
which suggested that the set of rules 
to drawn up by the association 
“regulate all athletic interest to a 
proper place in the scheme of educa- 
tion” and provide for “definite con- 
trol of athletics by the administra- 
tion of the college rather than a vague 
control by the faculty.” 

Other requirements proposed were 
the avoidance of commercialism and 
professionalism, frequent scrutiny of 
the academic record of athletes, regu- 
lar periodic reports of the true facts 
of the college’s athletic life and prac- 
tice to the regional association of 
which it is.a member, and the co- 
ordination of all regulating agencies. 


The report noted tha the associa- 
tion had done pioneer work in the 
reform of athletics and said that sen- 
timent in this country is now general- 
ly ecrystalized on matters for which 
this and oth._r associations have been 
fighting for years.

NEW DISCOVERY 
TOLD TO FARMERS 
AT MOULTRIE, GA. 


Moultrie, Ga., January 11.—()— 
Several hundred farmers were inform- 
ed today that artiodactyl animals of 
the specie Suidae can be marketed for 
a higher price and sooner by the 
simple expedient of keeping them out 
of mud ‘holes. 

This unusual information was sup- 
plied last night at the first hog-rais- 
ing school ever held if the southeast. 
The school is: sponsored by the Col- 
lege of Agriculture of Georgia, the 
Moultrie Chamber of Commerce and 


local packers. 

Dr. E. M. Nightbert, of the zoolog- 
ical depar’ment of the United States 
department of agriculture, addressing 
hog raisers from all parts of Georgia 
last night, gave them tr: benefit of 
information he had gleaned during 
two years of research work here. He 
is conducting one of a series of ex- 
periments on hog sanitation, the first 
project of its kind ever attempted east 
of the Mississippi. , 

“Pigs raised under sanitary coudi- 
tions and free of parasites can fin- 
‘shed for market at fron 60 to 90 
days earlier and at muck less ex- 
pense than under the old hap-hazard 
method,” Dr. Nightbert asserted. He 
flatly contradicted the old — idea 
that pigs must be pigs and have their 
mud holes and dirty swill.

An unsettling factor was a rise in 
the call money rate from 6 to 7 per 
cent in the late afternoon, which put 
an abrupt end to the impression which 
had been gaining ground in some quur. 
ters that bankers predictions of an 
average rate of 7 per cent for some 
time to come wile unduiy pessimistic 
|The rise was attributed io withdrawal 
'of funds for_ week-end requireu.ents. 

The steel shares stood out as pil 
lars of strength in the ureven mar- 
| ket. They were heavily bouga’ ns re- 
sult of the striking vitality of the 
hindustry disclosed ty United States 
| Steel’s unfilled tonnage report yester- 
day. A wide assortment of issues, 
/however, in which motors. iv2d, mer- 
‘chandising shares and a number of 
the sterling dividend payers were 
prominent, turned heavy. particularly 
at the close. when the higher meney 
rate inspired week-end profit taking. 

Share Total Increase. 

Total sales aggregated 4,242,400 
shares, which was about 240,000 more 
than yesterday. 

Maintenance of a 7 1-2 per cent for 
time loans, an abnormally high rate 
for this time of the year, and new 
bond offerings this week totaling less 
than $18,000.000, little more than half 
of last week's total and about one- 
seventh of the total for the like week 
of a year ago, were regarded as rather 
gloomy commentaries on the credit sit- 
uation. . Commission houses were al- 
most unanimous in advising their cus- 
tomers to keep their accounts in a 
liquid condition and to extend their 
holdings with care. 

While it has been hoped that an- 
other sharp break in the market would 
be unnecessary to improve the credit 
there is a growing dispv- 


sition in Wall street to believe that 
many investors are awaiting lower 
prices to buy, and that only a sub- 
stantial drop will bring them into the 
market and cause heavy outright pur- 
chase of stocks now carried on mar- 
gin. 

There was little of moment in the 
day's industrial news. Firmness of 


the copper market was reflected in 
an increase in brass ingot prices, and 
further hardening of scrap metal 
prices was reported. 

Some of the utilities made sharp 
gains, under the stimulus of the an- 
nouncement last night of the new util- 
ities holding company sponsored by 
J. P. Morgan & Co. General Gas & 
Electrie B jumped 17 points, while 
Commonwealth Power rose about 10 
points to a new record price. 

In the steels, U. S. Steel was espe- 
cially in demand, as an extra disburse- 
ment of some sort is expected as a 
result of the unusual mill activity and 
the recent $26.000,000 tax refund. 
The issue rose nearly 5 points, touch- 
ing 168 3-4. Ludlum gained nearly 
8 points. Bethlehem made_ further 
improvement, as resumption of divi- 
dends on an annual basis of $4 or 
$5 is expected this month. 

Standard Milling rose more than & 
points on approval of a capital in- 
crease involving the granting of rights. 
National Bellas Hess was a strong 
point in the merchandising group. sell- 
ing up more than 7 points. Allied 
Chemical was again in demand, 
mounting nearly 8 points to a new 
peak. In the rails, Boston & Maine 
climbed more than 6 points. 

Byers Off 6 Points. 

A. M. Byers sold down 10 points 
at one time on the announcement of 
pipe price reductions, and _ closed 
more than 6 off. Radio gained about 
4 points, then fell back 10. 

The commodity markets were irreg- 
ular. Rubber gained sharply on spec- 
ulative buging from Europe based on 
the belief that American consumptiun 
will gain considerably this year. 
Wheat sagged on lower prices at Liv- 
erpool. Cotton was heavy on private 
estimates of low consumption early 
in the session, but recovered its losses 
when these estimates were revised. 

Foreign exchanges were also irreg- 
ular. Sterling was firm on reduction 
of the Reichbank’s rediscount rate, 
which is expected to check the flow 
of gold from London to Berlin. The 
frane turned heavy, which was attrib- 
uted to earmarking of gold, believed 
to be for the Bank of France, at New 
York.

New York, January 11.—Expect- 
ing a decrease of $100,000,000 in the 
weekiy prokers’ loan statement specu- 
lative Wall street was disappointed at

It is learned that a new investment 
trust is being formed by an expe- 
rienced hanking house here in Wall 
street. This one is starting with cap- 
ital of $50,000,000. . 

Wall street and Chicago both pre- 
dict that the challenge of John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., to Chairman Stewart, 
of the Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana, one of the largest of the Stand- 
ard QOil units, will result in a fight 
to a finish. Chicago believes that 
Stewart holds a strong position and 
will remain as chairman. Opinion in 
Wall street as to how the fight will 
end is divided.

Commerce Carried by 
Ra‘lroads. 


Washington, January 11.—()—An 
increase in the ratio of waterborne to 
railborne commerce was shown for 
every year since 1921 in an analysis 
issued today by Major General Edgar 
Jardwin, .chief of engineers of the 
army, who found water tonnagé in 
1927, the last year for which statis- 
tics had been completely compiled, was 
about 41 per cent of the revenue 
freight tonnage originating on class 1 
railroads. 

The net total waterborne commerce. 
of the country was 532,500,000 short 
tons, valued at $25,550,000,000. Com- 
merece of the ports on the Atlantic, 
gulf and Pacifie coasts after eliminat- 
ing all known duplication amounted 
to 331,468,544 tons, valued at $22,- 
378,259,822. This was divided as fol- 
lows: Foreign imports, 43,387,631 
tons; exports, 56,549,976; coastwise, 
internal, 38,190,973; 
intra-port, 48,105,731, and local, 24,- 
198,438. 

Traffic on the Great Lakes was the 
largest ever reported, with foreign im- 
ports of 8,097,958 tons; exports, 12,- 
486,973; traffic between United States 
ports, 113,916,958, and other domestic 
or local traffic, 5,858,924, making a 
total of 140,360,791 tons, valued at 
$2,313,139,907. . 

Rivers, canals, the connecting chan- 
nels traffic totaled 219,000,000 tons, 
valued at $3,930,000,000, which is the 
largest ever reported and a 100 per 
cent increase since 1922. 

The largest tonnage in waterborne 
commerce was petroleum and _ its 
products, with coal, iron ore and lum- 
ber following.

London, January 11.—(/)—Severe 
winter weather is being accompanied 
by grippe and influenza in Scotland, 
Germany and the Balkans. 

One out of every 15 inhabitants of 


Berlin was estimated today to be suf- 
fering from grippe. Hospitals and pri- 
vate clinics were being taxed to the ut- 
most and their staffs had been de- 
pleted through illness. 

Between 10 and 15 per cent of .the 
city’s police force, railway workers, 
and street car and’ motor bus em- 
ployees were on the sick list. Five to 
10 per cent of the staffs of the larger 
department stores were absent from 
work, 

Motor ambulances were so over- 
worked that they were-able to trans- 
port only the worse cases. It. was 
thought that it might be necessary to 
use schools and other ryiblic buildings 
for temporary hospit:%s unless the 
epidemic abated soon. The city health 
department said, however, that the 
death rate had been comparatively low 
and professed not to be alarmed. 

After ten days of severe frost there 
has been a serious outbreak of influ- 
enza in Glasgow, Scotland. Thousands 
have been taken ill and these includ- 
ed many public service workers. 

Zagred, Jugo-Slavia, reportéd many 
influenza victims and it was stated 
that the.epidemic was widespread in 
the western part of that country. 

Besserabia has been visited by a 
violent snowstorm which resulted in 
untold hardships among the peasants.
